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PC's  matchless  strides 
of  the  Weersing  years

he  success  of  full  coeducation  ranks  first  in  President 
Marc  C.  Weersing's  mind  among  the  many  fine  accom- 
plishments of  his  Presbyterian  College  administration. 

"Women  have  added  tone  to  the  student  body,"  he 
said.  "They  have  contributed  to  the  academic  quality  and 
variety  of  student  life,  which  is  very  healthy." 

Fifteen  years  ago  this  month.  Dr.  Weersing  took  over 
as  PC  president.  He  now  points  to  the  close  of  the 
Weersing  years  with  the  announcement  that  he  plans  to 
retire  no  later  than  next  July. 

If  it  seems  too  short  a  span  to  some,  the  period  will 
go  down  in  PC  history  as  one  of  significant  progress  and 
striking  change  even  as  traditional  roots  grew  deeper. 
No  other  15-year  period  thus  far  in  the  life  of  the  College 
has  seen  its  equal. 

In  August,  196.^,  Marc  Weersing  succeeded  Dr.  Mar- 
shall W.  Brown — a  man  who  devoted  his  life  to  PC,  helped 
to  save  it  in  the  "depression"  years  and  launched  the 
College  into  its  long-range  development  program. 

President  Weersing  immediately  accelerated  the  pace. 
He  reached  out  to  new  areas  of  support  and  initiated  new 
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programs.  He  expanded  student  body,  faculty  and  plant. 
He  modified  school  governance  to  encourage  greater 
participation  by  students  and  faculty  as  well  as  by  trustees 
and  staff.  And  he  has  weathered  with  equanimity  the 
problems  that  came  along:  the  troubled  years  of  student 
unrest,  financial  recession  and  soaring  inflation,  the  ava- 
lanche of  applicants  followed  by  the  dwindling  student 
market. 

As  Dr.  Weersing  moves  into  his  final  year,  he  directs 
a  Presbyterian  College  that  is  stronger  than  ever.  Its  rank 
among  the  excellent  private  colleges  of  the  South  is  widely 
recognized.  Its  financial  base  grows  firmer,  and  its  appeal 
to  students  is  expected  to  reach  an  all-time  high  with  a 
record  enrollment  this  fall. 

In  view  of  these  accomplishments,  why  retire? 

"Well,  it's  simply  a  matter  of  the  calendar  catching 
up  with  me,"  he  said.  "I  feel  good,  but  I  will  reach  the 
65  retirement  age  next  March.  And  I  just  need  to  slow 
down."  He  added: 

"There  is  a  feeling  of  tremendous  personal  satisfaction 
and  fulfilment  in  what  we  have  done  here.  I  have  the  deep- 
est appreciation  for  how  everyone  has  pulled  together — 
literally  thousands  of  people,  on  the  campus  and  ofT." 

In  citing  teamwork  as  a  key  factor,  he  points  to  the 
boards  of  trustees  and  visitors,  alumni,  the  administrative 
staff  and  faculty,  individual  friends  and  hundreds  of  church 
congregations  throughout  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast. 

"If  it  seems  to  be  a  long  list."  he  said,  "it  is  because 
many,  many  people  really  care  a  great  deal  about  PC." 

Finances  tell  the  most  dramatic  part  of  the  PC  story 
during  the  Weersing  years.  A  quick  summary  of  the  key 
indicators  shows  this  comparison  in  the  15  years  between 
1963  and  1978: 

•  Total  assets  up  3519!^.  from  .$4.S2  million  to  $21.74 
million; 


•  Plant  value  up  4009^.  from  $2.68  million  to  $13.21 
million: 

•  Endowment   up  371%,   from   $1.34  million   to   $6.32 
million; 

•  Annual  Giving  up  296%,  from  $66,000  to  $261,176; 

•  Church   budget   support   up    11%,   from    $139,655    to 
$164,502. 

Spearheading  much  of  this  effort,  PC  alumni  have 
received  two  national  awards  and  been  cited  many  other 
times  for  their  fund-raising  results.  They  are  joined  in- 
creasingly by  individual  and  corporate  friends  and  by 
foundations  in  maintaining  the  momentum  of  support  both 
for  current  operations  and  capital  purposes. 

President  Weersing  noted: 

"Alumni  interest  and  their  support  of  Annual  Giving 
is  probably  the  most  unusual  development  of  any  single 
segment  of  the  College  since  I  came  here." 

Marc  Weersing  saw  improvement  of  facilities  as  his 
number  one  priority  when  he  first  took  office.  As  he  put 
it:  "We  needed  a  better  school  house."  As  a  result  of  this 
emphasis,  eight  new  buildings,  a  fraternity  court  and 
maintenance  shops  have  risen  on  campus  since  1963. 
Major  renovations  of  some  existing  structures  also  took 
place. 

The  financing  of  this  work  came  through  funds  raised 
in  a  series  of  successful  capital  campaigns,  supplemented 
by  low-interest  (3%),  self-amortizing  loans.  Soaring  in- 
flation hit  the  last  construction  and  produced  some  un- 
anticipated cost-overruns,  which  are  being  handled  as  one 
objective  of  the  present  Second  Century  Fund  drive. 

With  these  new  buildings,  PC  has  completed  all  of 
its  major  plant  additions  anticipated  in  development 
plans  that  project  into  the  immediate  future.  Today,  the 
distinctive-looking  plant  stands  as  PC's  most  evident  sym- 
bol of  progress — a  collection  of  colonial  Georgian  buildings

laid  out  around  three  plazas  on  an  oak-shaded  campus  of 
175  acres.

A  vivid  example  of  inflation's  impact  upon  construction 
is  the  comparison  of  figures  between  Clinton  Hall  and 
Belk  Hall,  twin  buildings  that  used  the  same  architectural 
plans  ten  years  apart.   The  cost  more  than  doubled. 

As  facilities  developed,  President  Weersing  has  given 
increasing  attention  to  endowment  needs.  The  main  thrust 
of  the  current  Second  Century  Fund  drive  is  in  that  direc- 
tion: $7  million  for  endowment  out  of  the  total  $10  million 
campaign  goal.  This  largest  fund-raising  effort  in  PC 
history  already  is  over  half-way  home,  with  $6.1  million 
subscribed  to  date. 
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anagement  strides  of  this  era  find  the  trustees  be- 
coming more  actively  involved,  the  administrative  staff 
assuming  greater  responsibility  and  academic  departments 
functioning  more  effectively  through  their  chairmen.  Two 
faculty  members  and  two  students  now  are  present  with 
voice  and  vote  at  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees.  And 
students  have  a  direct  input  into  campus  life  through  full 
representation  on  faculty  committees  and  councils. 

Inflation,  better  services  and  increased  salaries  all  are 
reflected  in  the  current  operations  budget  which  rose  348 
percent  from  its  1963  total  of  $1.05  million  to  the  present 
$4.7  million.  During  this  time,  the  average  nine-month 
salary  for  a  full  professor  went  up  159  percent  —  from 
$7,850  to  $20,300,  not  including  fringe  benefits. 

More  funds  also  have  gone  to  curriculum  development, 
with  new  programs  and  changes  introduced  within  PC's 
traditional  structure  of  liberal  arts  and  sciences.  For 
example: 

•  A  fine  arts  department  was  started  to  offer  varied 
activity  in  art,  drama  and  music,  as  well  as  a  fine  arts 
major  and  a  major  in  applied  music. 

•  The  education  department  added  majors  in  special 
education  and  elementary  education.

•  Mathematics  and  physics  were  combined  into  a 
single,  stronger  department.  Another  union  brought  re- 
ligion and  philosophy  together. 

•  The  psychology  department  received  a  national  foun- 
dation grant  to  launch  the  nation's  first  associate  guidance 
counselor  program  to  train  secondary  school  counselors 
at  the  undergraduate  level. 

•  Through  an  agreement  with  Clemson  University,  PC 
now  offers  course  work  for  graduate  credit  in  education. 

•  Other  cooperative  arrangements  include:  five-year 
dual-degree  programs  (liberal  arts  and  engineering  degrees) 
with  Clemson  and  Vanderbilt.  and  a  five-year  program  with 
Duke  University  culminating  in  a  master  of  forestry  degree. 

•  Closer  arrangements  with  medical  institutions  have 
been  developed  for  students  interested  in  the  field  of  allied 
health  sciences. 

•  The  academic  calendar  was  revised  to  end  the  first 
semester  at  Christmas  and  introduce  a  flexible  spring 
semester  that  expands  into  a  voluntary  May  period  for 
off-campus  study. 

•  Other  forms  of  off-campus  study  also  became  a  big 
thing  during  this  period — carrying  students  to  many  points 
both  abroad  and  in  this  country  at  various  times  of  year. 

•  A  physical  education  requirement  for  all  freshman 
men  and  women  was  installed  to  introduce  them  to  life- 
time sports  with  carry  over  values  for  future  health  and 
recreation  needs. 


•  With  changing  student  needs  came  a  restructuring 
of  the  English,  mathematics  and  foreign  language  re- 
quirements. 

•  ROTC  participation,  previously  required  of  fresh- 
men and  sophomores,  became  voluntary.  And  the  program 
received  women  cadets  for  the  first  time. 

The  opening  of  Thomason  Library  in  1974  added  con- 
siderably to  the  academic  atmosphere.  Located  at  the 
heart  of  the  campus  and  with  more  space  and  expanded 
services,  it  has  encouraged  student  use  as  a  learning  center. 
In  addition  to  collections  now  built  to  more  than  105.000 
volumes,  the  structure  offers  the  latest  in  audio-visual 
facilities. 
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mong  other  developments,  the  switch  to  a  com- 
puterized registration  and  records  system  improved  effi- 
ciency and  accuracy  while  freeing  more  time  for  individual 
counseling.  The  campus  computer  facility  provides  stu- 
dents and  faculty  with  a  tool  for  coursework  and  research. 
And  in  science.  PC  has  moved  to  a  position  of  small- 
college  leadership  in  sophisticated  instrumentation. 

President  Weersing  is  pleased  with  a  strengthened 
faculty,  now  composed  almost  70  percent  of  doctoral 
degree-holders  as  compared  with  34  percent  when  he 
arrived.    The  number  of  full-time  academic  teachers  has

risen  from  29  to  54  to  provide  the  larger  student  body 
with   about   the  same   teacher-student   ratio.     He   added: 

"There  seems  to  have  been  a  marked  increase  of  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  faculty  members  in  dealing  with 
individual  students.  They  work  at  it  and  devote  time  to  it." 

The  entire  student  body  has  grown  gradually  during 
the  Wccrsing  years  as  facilities  became  available  —  from 
504  when  he  arrived  to  the  almost  900  expected  this  fall. 
The  latter  total  would  represent  a  record  for  PC,  without 
sacriticing  admissions  standards.  So  PC  maintains  its  pace, 
despite  the  two  extremes  presented  by  the  student  market 
nationally:  from  the  clamoring  mass  of  applicants  ten  years 
ago  to  the  highly  competitive  recruitment  situation  of 
recent  years.  The  challenge  was  met  with  a  more  intensive 
program  of  admissions  counseling  and  recruiting. 

Marc  Weersing  initiated  the  move  to  full  coeducation 
soon  after  he  became  president.  A  dean  of  women  joined 
the  staff  in  1964  to  prepare  for  the  opening  of  PC's  first 
women's  dormitory  the  next  year.  Until  then,  Presbyterian 
had  only  limited  enrollment  of  girls  (mainly  as  "day" 
students)  and  was  generally  looked  upon  as  a  men's  college. 
The  33  women  of  1963  increased  to  355  last  session.  They 
compose  about  42  percent  of  the  student  body,  a  propor- 
tion college  officials  feel  is  just  about  right. 

Women  are  now  such  an  integral  part  of  every  campus 
activity — academic,  social,  sports,  campus  leadership — 
that  it  is  difficult  to  recall  their  former  minority  status. 

The  same  can  be  said  for  black  students,  who  began 
attending  PC  during  this  era.  The  first  one  enrolled  during 
the  summer  1965,  and  there  are  presently  35  in  attendance 
here.  One  striking  indication  of  the  results:  three  black 
graduates  of  the  past  two  years  now  study  at  the  medical 
schools  of  Emory,  Tufts  and  Creighton. 

Student  unrest  that  came  to  this  campus  during  the 


Vietnam  War  trauma  was  mild  compared  to  most  schools 
nationally.  Handled  with  concern  and  dignity,  it  produced 
no  ill  effects  —  and  some  of  PC's  best  young  supporters 
today  are  from  among  the  alumni  of  those  classes.  Legiti- 
mate student  views  of  that  period  did  cause  the  adminis- 
tration to  take  a  closer  look  at  some  long-standing  regula- 
tions and  to  amend  them  in  realistic  keeping  with  the  times. 
Students,  now  legally  considered  adults  at  18,  are  given 
more  responsibility  for  their  own  behavior  these  days. 
Attendance  at  most  assemblies  is  voluntary.  Curfews  are 
off,  and  beer  is  officially  permitted  in  some  campus  places. 
A  limited  type  of  visitation  (with  doors  open)  in  the 
women's  dormitories  during  specified  weekend  hours  has 
provoked  no  problems  thus  far.  To  PC's  traditional  atti- 
tude on  a  free  student  press  and  self-government  has  been 
added  the  student  participation  in  institutional  governance.

he  serious  and  boisterous  moments  of  student  life 
have  made  room  during  this  era  for  a  real  commitment  to 
Christian  purpose  through  Volunteer  Student  Services. 
Some  25  percent  of  the  student  body  gets  involved  in  this 
program  which  reaches  out  effectively  and  compassionately 
to  approximately  1,200  underprivileged  and  handicapped 
people  of  the  Laurens  County  area. 

The  college  chaplain  guides  the  volunteer  program  as 
one  of  his  duties.  Other  staff  people  have  been  added  to 
provide  other  special  non-academic  services  to  students 
in  the  areas  of  counseling,  placement,  organized  entertain- 
ment and  recreation.  Intramurals  draw  close  to  90  percent 
participation  by  men  and  women  in  all  manner  of  activity. 

The  intercollegiate  sports  program  continues  to  enjoy 
success,  while  also  striking  a  better  balance  with  academics. 
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Three  varsity  teams  for  women  have  been  started  in  basket- 
ball, tennis  and  volleyball.  Men  last  year  added  soccer 
to  their  varsity  list. 

Financial  aid  to  students  has  mushroomed  since  1963, 
when  PC  provided  $118,000.  Today  the  $330,000  in 
college  funds  represents  only  about  one-fourth  of  the 
total  amount  our  students  receive  to  help  ofT-set  educational 
expenses.  The  other  three-fourths  comes  from  Federal 
grant  and  loan  programs,  the  South  Carolina  Tuition 
Grants  and  other  ofT-campus  sources. 

Aid  has  become  a  more  vital  factor  as  inflation's  im- 
pact is  reflected  in  fee  increases.  For  example,  the  students 
who  entered  PC  in  the  fall  of  1963  paid  full  tuition-room- 
board  charges  of  $1,395  as  compared  to  next  session's  fee 
of  $3,975. 

A  key  problem,  according  to  Weersing,  is  the  need 
for  endowment  to  underwrite  even  more  student  aid  and 
more  funds  for  faculty  development.  Several  old  buildings 
require  renovation.  He  also  points  to  the  continuing 
challenge  of  student  recruitment  and  of  keeping  good 
church    relations.    And   within    the   curriculum,   he    feels 


PC  must  maintain  a  solidly  based  relationship  between 
the  academic  and  professional. 

Marc  Weersing  came  to  Presbyterian  College  from  his 
position  as  a  highly  regarded  minister  and  pastor  of  the 
Spartanburg  First  Presbyterian  Church,  largest  in  the  state. 
He  expressed  at  the  time  his  conviction  that  "Christian 
higher  education  through  a  church  institution  constitutes  a 
crucial  endeavor  in  the  life  of  young  people,  the  cause  of 
Christ  and,  indeed,  in  the  life  of  our  nation." 

He  remains  firm  in  that  conviction  today,  after  15 
years  of  many  accomplishments  and  a  few  disappointments. 
His  work  and  that  of  wife  Jean  Barry  have  represented  a 
total  commitment  to  PC  which  they  view  with  satisfaction 
In  looking  ahead,  he  said: 

"I  am  optimistic  about  PC.  We've  got  problems,  but 
we're  working  on  them  and  seeking  answers.  There  is  a 
very  definite  place  for  a  college  like  ours  with  its  emphasis 
on  values.  The  quality  of  our  people  who  work  at  it  here 
is  superb.  And  I  do  believe  students  will  be  more  and 
more  amenable  to  education  set  within  the  philosophy  and 
precepts  of  the  Christian  religion."

In  reviewing  his  years  here.  President  Weersing  makes  special 
mention  of  the  staff  officers  "who  deserve  great  credit  as  the  strong 
right  arm  of  this  college's  administrative  endeavor.'" 

Three  of  these  positions  have  been  filled  by  the  same  individuals 
thoughout  this  period:  F.d  Campbell  as  business  manager  and 
treasurer,  with  added  oversight  of  maintenance,  dining  hall 
and  college  store;  Ben  Hay  Hammet  as  director  of  alumni  and 
college  relations,  also  including  publications.  Annual  (living 
and  information  services;  and  Marion  Hill,  associate  dean  of 


students  with  responsibilit\  for  women. 

Dr.  Fred  Chapman  succeeded  Dr.  Joe  Gettys  as  academic 
dean  and  served  lor  nme  years  until  this  summer  in  charge  of  the 
academic  program  and  faculty,  records  and  admissions.  .loe  Nixon 
in  1976  replaced  Ben  Ivey  as  student  dean,  responsible  for 
student  activities,  housing,  security  and  infirmary.  And  Bob 
McCaslin  replaced  Powell  Fraser  as  development  director  in  1969 
to  head  the  program  in  capital  fund-raising,  deferred  gifts  and 
church  relations.

last  year,  12  PC  graduates  entered 
medical  and  dental  schools  in  five  states. 
.•\nd  in  the  last  IS  years,  only  one 
chemistry  major  who  has  applied  for 
medical  school  has  failed  to  gain 
admittance  -despite  the  tight  admissions 
picture.  Try  topping  that  record. 

One  good  reason  for  the  PC  pre- 
eminence is  Dr.  K.  Nolon  Carter.  Dana 
professor  of  chemistry  and  department 
chairman  sincf;  1951. 

He  is  hardly  in  an  area  that  wins 
popularity  contests.  But  ambitious 
students  intent  upon  this  field  are  grateful 
for  the  high  standards,  while  the  marginal 
ones  find  understanding  if  they  try.  There 
is  little  patience  with  slothful  efforts. 

A  native  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  who  grew 
up  in  Due  West,  Nolon  Carter  spent  two 
uneventful  years  in  the  Air  Force  at  the 
tail  end  of  World  War  II,  received  his  BS 
degree  from  Erskine  College  and  earned 
both  his  MS  and  PhD  degrees  from 
Vanderbilt  I'niversity.  Dr.  Marshall  W. 
Brown,  then  president  of  Presbyterian 
College,  brought  him  directly  from  the 
Vanderbilt  campus  to  head  the  PC 
chemistry  program.  Of  that  decision  in  the 
late  spring  of  1951,  Dr.  Carter  said: 

"Although  some  of  my  professors  urged 
me  toward  research,  I  knew  I  wanted  to 
teach  at  a  small,  church-related  college.  I 
had  almost  taken  a  job  with  Mercer  when 
Dr.  Brown  telephoned.  But  1  preferred  the 
idea  of  going  to  PC,  and  1  do  not  regret 
that  decision." 


Research  published  and  presented 

That  Carter  has  succeeded  in  the  class- 
room is  evident  by  the  performance  of 
hundreds  of  former  students  in  medicine, 
teaching,  industrial  research  and  related 
fields.  He  was  among  the  first  two  named 
to  the  Charles  A.  Dana  distinguished 
professorships  and  was  selected  for  the 
1973  Alumni  Distinguished 
Teaching  Award. 

He  also  has  found  time  after  his  full 
teaching  load  to  pursue  a  variety  of 
research  interests.  The  results  of  this  work 
are  seen  in  a  dozen  or  more  papers 
published  in  professional  journals  and  at

least  as  many  others  presented  at  meetings 
of  professional  societies. 

Next  month,  for  example,  he  will 
deliver  a  paper  at  the  Miami  Beach 
national  meeting  of  the  American 
Chemical  Society.  It  discusses  research 
done  in  collaboration  with  Dr.  Randolph 
B.  Huff  a  fellow  professor  of 
chemistry  at  PC. 

Nolon  Carter  also  has  made  four  single- 
concept  instructional  films  on  chemistry 
principles  and  techniques  that  have 
received  national  distribution  by  the 
Advisory  Council  on  College  Chemistry. 
He  produced  his  own  freshman  laboratory 
manuals.  And  one  of  his  experiments 
appears  in  a  booklet  of  a  commercial 
publisher  for  marketing  to  other  schools. 
The  2,000  copies  which  sell  annually  bring 
a  small  royalty  to  Dr.  Carter. 

A  fan  of  Wodehouse  humor 

Even  his  hobbies  are  productive.  His 
interest  in  astronomy  led  to  attending  two 
total  eclipses  of  the  sun — one  requiring  a 
1.000  mile  trip  into  the  North  Atlantic 
ocean.  He  photographed  the  events  and 
made  an  illustrated  presentation  to  a  pro- 
fessional society.  The  hobby  of  electronics 
has  caused  him  to  assemble,  among  other 
things,  two  television  sets — even  though 
he  rarely  watches  TV. 

Now.  Dr.  Carter  is  "having  fun  with  the 
very  creative  hobby"  of  hand-set-type 
printing.  He  printed  meeting  announce- 
ments of  his  wife's  organ  guild  during  her 
tenure  as  secretary. 

For  relaxation.  Nolon  Carter  may  settle 
down  with  a  book  by  British  writer  P.  G. 
Wodehouse.  This  long-time  interest  has 
led  the  PC  professor  to  acquire  a 
complete  collection  of  Wodehouse's 
humorous  writings,  more  than  90  separate 
titles.  One  book  proved  so  difficult  to 
locate  that  it  finally  came  from  a  Hong 
Kong  bookstore  through  a  book-search 
service.  Carter  said  he  likes  the  author 
simply  because  "the  humor  appeals  to  me. 
and  you  can't  find  good  humorous  writing 
anymore.  I've  read  every  one  of  his  books 
several  times." 

The  religious  interest  that  carried 
him  to  Mt.  Ararat  in  remote  East  Turkey 
in  1973  also  makes  him  an  active  church 
officer  in  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church.  He  is  joined  in 
religious  activities  by  wife  Eugenia,  who 
also  happens  to  be  a  scientist  in  her  own 


right.  They  were  classmates  at  Erskine 
and  Vanderbilt  — where  she  earned  her 
MS  in  chemistry— and  she  has,  on 
occasion,  taught  chemistry  and  geology 
part-time  at  PC.  Son  Kenneth  majors  in 
chemistry  at  King  College. 

Nolon  Carter  has  worked  hard  to 
produce  a  department  and  program  of 
unusual  merit,  and  the  initiative 
has  paid  off 

Thoroughness  and  organization  he 
considers  the  hallmarks  of  this  program. 
PC  does  not  try  to  offer  a  wide  range  of 
chemistry  courses  but  concentrates  on  the 
necessary  ones  for  a  sound,  fundamental 
knowledge  of  the  field.  Students  learn 
here  the  careful  attention  to  detail  needed 
for  success. 

Dr.  Carter  feels  that,  although  he  and 
two  associates  handle  the  program 
efficiently,  a  fourth  professor  would 
enable  the  department  to  do  an  even 
better  job  and  broaden  the  curriculum 
somewhat. 

Another  hallmark  is  PC's  leadership  in 
instrumentation.  When  the  infra-red 
spectrophotometer  was  acquired  in  1961, 
the  only  other  colleges  in  this  state  to 
have  it  were  Clemson  and  the  University 
of  South  Carolina.  Since  that  time,  many 
other  sophisticated  instruments  have  been 
added  to  the  PC  chemistry  laboratories. 
These  are  made  available  to  all  students 
who  enter  the  department. 

Some  write  their  appreciation 

As  Nolon  Carter  looks  back  on  his 
27  years  at  PC,  he  takes  greatest 
satisfaction  in  the  students  who  have 
benefitted  from  his  teaching.  One 
expression  of  appreciation  came  recently 
in  a  letter  from  a  young  graduate  now 
engaged  in  his  medical  residency: 

"The  precision  and  discipline  which  you 
demanded  from  me  as  a  student  (in 
inorganic  and  organic  chemistry)  were 
difficult  at  the  time,  but  looking  back  it 
was  this  which  you  cultivated  in  me  which 
largely  helped  me  finish  medical  school. 
And  I  especially  want  to  thank  you  for 
not  alienating  me  from  your  care  and 
attention  when  I  chose  to  change  to 
another  major.  You  could  have  more 
or  less  dismissed  me  but  you  didn't;  you 
still  cared.  .  ."

Alumnus  Eaton  addresses  graduates 


For  the  idea!  of  freedom  to  continue,  men 
and  women  in  high  intellectual  enterprise 
absolutely  must  contribute  to  the  common 
good,"  alumnus  Federal  Judge  Joe  O. 
Eaton  of  the  U.  S.  District  Court  of 
Southern  Florida  told  151  graduating 
seniors  last  May  Hat  PC's 95th  Commence- 
ment exercises. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  majority  of  the 
world's  people  live  under  totalitarian 
conditions,  where  the  moral,  intellectual  and 
spiritual  good  of  the  citizen  is  sacrificed 
to  the  political  organization  of  the  state. 
And  he  added: 

"The  good  life  directed  toward  knowing 
the  truth  and  doing  justice  is  impossible 
without  freedom  of  action  and  freedom  of 
thought." 

Emphasizing  how  much  the  founders  of 
America  feared  governmental  power,  Eaton 
reviewed  the  construction  of  the  Con- 
stitution to  protect  private  rights.  He 
said  there  is  no  reasonable  alternative  to  the 
American  experiment  in  human  liberty  and 
he  called  upon  each  person  to  work  toward 
preserving  it.  He  said: 

"Our  law  is  the  richer  and  wiser  because 
informed  lay  criticism  is  part  of  the  stream 
of  the  development  of  law.  You  do  not  have 
to  agree  with  every  decision  of  our  courts. 
I  urge  only  that  opinions  on  the  contro- 
versial issues  that  arise  in  our  society  should 
be  well-reflected  and  founded  upon 
reason — with  an  understanding  that  the 
God-given  right  to  individuality  should 
not  be  lost  to  the  pervasive  force  of 
uniformity." 

Judge   Eaton,  a   1945  graduate  of  PC, 


received  an  honorary  doctor  of  laws  degree 
at  this  time.  Doctor  of  divinity  degrees  went 
to  the  Rev.  Wan  Suk  Hahn.  past  moderator 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Korea,  and  to 
the  Rev.  Charles  J.  (Jerry)  Hammet,  Pres- 
byterian minister  to  the  University  of 
South  Carolina,  who  preached  the 
baccalaureate  sermon. 

Hammet  pointed  out  in  his  sermon  that 
"when  we  live  in  this  world,  we  are  not 
exempt  from  tribulations.  There  is  much 
joy  in  living,  but  God  is  not  calling  us  to  an 
easy  life.  God  calls  us  to  be  brave  and 
courageous  and  to  be  strong." 

He  urged  the  graduates  to  look  to  the 
Christian  church  as  the  place  "to  give 
meaning  and  purpose  to  our  lives." 

President  Marc  C.  Weersing  presided 
over  the  occasion.  He  joined  trustee 
chairman  J.  Austin  Dilbeck  of  Atlanta 
in  presenting  baccalaureate  degrees  to  93 
men  and  58  women  composing  the  1978 
graduating  class.  Eight  ROTC  cadets 
received  Army  commissions.  Special 
awards  went  to  these  students:

Bennett  Brown  applies  his  style  of 


The  PC  alumnus,  recently  named  president 
and  CEO  of  Atlanta's  Citizens  &  Southern 
Bank,  tackles  the  challenge  of  Georgia's 
biggest  and  the  nation's  44th  largest. 


His  school  buddies  sometimes  kidded  Bennett  Brown 
— right  out  of  lowcountry  Kingstree.  S.  C. — when 
he  said  he  was  going  to  New  York  City  for  his 
banking  start  as  soon  as  he  finished  Presbyterian  College. 

He  did  just  that,  then  returned  South  to  continue  his 
career.  And  today,  he  sits  at  the  pinnacle  of  one  of 
the  nation's  great  banking  institutions  as  president  and 
chief  executive  officer  of  Citizens  &  Southern  National 
Bank  of  Atlanta.  Its  assets  of  $3.5  billion  make  it  Geor- 
gia's largest  and  the  44th  largest  in  the  country. 

The  affable,  49-year-old  Brown,  who  smiles  readily 
in  his  easy  manner  with  people,  produced  his  broadest  grin 
in  June.  That  is  when  he  learned  he  had  been  unanimously 
elected  permanent  head  of  C&S  after  "my  own  four  months 
of  trauma"  as  acting  chief  while  the  bank's  search  com- 
mittee considered  120  topflight  prospects  for  the  job. 

In  announcing  the  board's  final  decision,  the  committee 
chairman  said: 

"Those  interviewed  included  some  very  capable  people, 
but  Brown  had  a  head  start.  Wc  particularly  noticed  his 
activities  in  this  three  to  four  month  period  under  difficult 
circumstances.  We  have  been  shown  an  operation  style 
of  Bennett  Brown  that  we  like." 

The  PC  alumnus  is  a  23-year  veteran  of  the  C&S 
organization.  He  had  been  the  bank's  number  two  execu- 
tive as  assistant  president  from  1971  until  early  this  year. 
Then,  he  was  moved  temporarily  into  the  top  position  at 
a  time  when  the  bank  faced  difficulties  caused  by  some 
problem  real  estate  loans  and  the  1974-75  recession. 

Bennett  Brown  immediately  set  to  work  to  restore  the 
giant  to  its  full  vigor.  He  completed  an  in-depth  study  of 
C&S  assets  and  liabilities,  and  made  many  changes  as 
related  to  the  balance  sheet  and  from  an  operational 
standpoint.  Already  the  results  arc  beginning  to  show. 
For  the  second  quarter  of  this  year,  C&S  reported  net 
income  of  S4.57  million  or  16  cents  per  share.  This 
compares  with  first  quarter  net  income  of  $1.97  million 
or  seven  cents  per  share  and  second  quarter  1977  net 
income  of  $4.1 1  million  or  14  cents  per  share. 


What  makes  Brown  smile  even  more  broadly  over 
this  report  is  the  fact  that  a  security  analyst  "from  the 
eastern  states"  just  the  day  before  had  predicted  that  the 
1978  second  quarter  would  be  the  same  or  worse  than 
previous  quarters. 

Considered  a  "team"  man  for  his  ability  to  work  with 
people.  Brown  is  popular  and  respected  both  in  banking 
circles  and  within  the  C&S  system.  As  a  result,  the  other 
officers  in  top  management  joined  enthusiastically  in  mak- 
ing his  trial  period  successful.  They  worked  long  hours 
to  help  him  complete  a  review  of  the  entire  bank's  op- 
erations and  loan  portfolio.  A  spokesman  for  affiliate 
banks  said: 

"We  knew  Bennett  and  were  sure  he  could  do  the 
job.  We  talked  to  our  staff  right  down  to  the  tellers,  and 
they  wanted  Bennett.  And  we  said  we  would  work  like 
dogs  to  make  Bennett  a  success." 

In  an  interview  with  Atlanta  Business  Chronicle  earlier 
this  month.  Brown  indicated  that  while  temporary  presi- 
dent he  spent  many  hours  "with  pad  and  pencil"  in  the 
evenings  and  on  weekends  drawing  up  organization  charts. 
He  said  he  wanted  to  be  prepared  to  move  with  speed 
in  case  he  was  named  permanent  chief  executive  officer. 
This  preparation  enabled  him  to  go  to  the  board  of  directors 
with  recommendations  for  top  management  changes  less 
than  30  days  after  he  switched  from  acting  to  permanent 
CEO.  Although  not  conducting  a  purge,  he  insists,  he  is 
making  changes  to  make  the  management  work  more 
effectively,  because  "our  success  to  a  great  degree  will 
depend  on  the  strength  of  the  people  who  surround  me." 


Bennett  Brown  can  expect  and  get  a  lot  from  his 
associates,  because  he  works  hard  himself.  He 
arrives  at  the  office  at  6:30  a.m.  each  day,  cats 
breakfast  there  and  has  a  meeting  each  morning  at  7:30 
a.m.  When  he  goes  home  for  the  day  around  5:30,  he  often 
carries  home  a  "suitcase"  full  of  required  reading  for 
evening  hours. 

Learning  to  get  a  hold  on  his  problems  is  one  of  the 
things  Bennett  learned  at  Presbyterian  College  as  captain 
of  the  wrestling  team.  He  gained  experience  in  people 
relationships  as  an  ROTC  officer  and  as  president  of  his 
high-spirited  fraternity  brothers  of  Pi  Kappa  Alpha.  And 
he  acquired  his  academic  training  in  the  business  adminis- 
tration program  that  led  to  a  BS  degree  in  1950. 

How  did  he  move  from  the  PC  campus  directly  into 
New  York  banking? 

Brown  relates  that  a  former  chairman  of  the  board  of 
Chemical  Bank  in  New  York  came  down  to  hunt  on  the 
Brown  farm  near  Kingstree  when  Bennett  was  a  boy:  "He 
knew  that  my  father  died  when  I  was  nine,  and  he  always 
showed  a  lot  of  interest  in  me.  He  told  me  I  should  go  to 
college,  get  an  education,  then  come  up  to  New  York  and 
work  in  his  bank.    Believe  it  or  not,  that's  exactly  what 


operation  to  a  banking  giant 


I  did — started  in  Chemical  Bank's  training  program  right 
after  I  graduated  from  PC." 

A  year  later,  he  was  called  for  Army  service  in  the 
Korean  War.  He  got  out  in  1953  and  returned  South  to 
become  an  examiner  with  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank. 

Bennett  Brown's  career  with  Citizens  &  Southern  Na- 
tional Bank  began  in  1955.  Soon  tagged  as  a  rising  star 
within  the  organization,  he  moved  quickly  to  vice-president 
and  division  manager  in  Atlanta,  then  served  as  executive 
vice-president  of  all  C&S  operations  in  Augusta.  He  return- 
ed to  Atlanta  in  1971  as  assistant  president  of  the  entire 
organization  and  a  year  later  added  the  responsibility  of 
president  of  the  C&S  Holding  Company. 


Along  the  way,  he  attended  the  School  of  Banking  of 
the  South  at  Louisiana  State  University.  And  in 
1965,  at  age  35,  Brown  was  one  of  the  youngest 
men  to  go  through  Harvard  Business  School's  famed 
Advanced  Management  program. 

Also  along  the  way,  he  has  built  a  closely  knit  family 
life.  Besides  his  wife,  the  former  Mary  Alice  Rustin,  there 
are  three  daughters  and  a  son.  They  all  enjoy  weekend 
fishing  trips  off  the  South  Carolina  coast  —  taking  their 
20-foot  boat  some  50  miles  out  to  troll  for  king  mackerel 
and  dolphin.  And  Bennett  and  Mary  Alice  squeeze  some 
time  during  the  fall  and  winter  for  trips  to  hunt  dove,  quail, 
duck  and  geese. 

What  does  the  family  think  of  his  new  job? 

"Well,  it  was  a  two-fold  reaction.  The  day  it  happened, 
back  in  February,  I  came  home  and  everyone  was  jubilant. 
When  I  came  home  the  next  day,  everyone  was  moping 
around.  My  little  12-year-old  came  up  to  me,  tears  in  her 
eyes,  and  said:  'Daddy,  someone  at  school  said  you  were 
only  playing  like  you  were  president."  I  looked  her  straight 
in  the  eye  and  said,  "Honey,  that"s  right." 

"Then,  when  I  was  confirmed  in  June,  I  received  a 
bouquet  of  roses  from  my  oldest  daughter  with  a  note 
that  read;  'You"re  the  greatest  dad  in  the  world.  I'm  glad 
you're  permanent." "" 

Nine  years  ago.  Nation's  Business  featured  Bennett 
Brown  among  ten  men  selected  from  across  the  country 
as  "Young  Tigers  of  Business."  Its  choice  looks  better 
all  the  time. 

Then  in  1976,  the  PC  alumni  directors  used  their 
usual  good  judgment  in  picking  this  outstanding  former 
student  to  receive  the  Alumni  Gold  P  award.  He  had  one 
more  notch  to  climb  then,  but  he  already  had  demonstrated 
his  superlative  banking  talents  and  his  Christian  concern 
as  a  Presbvtcrian  elder  and  a  loyal  PC  alumnus  (which 
last  year  brought  him  to  the  board  of  trustees). 

As  more  honors  come  Bennett's  way,  it  will  be  fitting 
to  remember  these  words  of  that  Gold  P  citation:  "One  of 
the  remarkable  things  about  this  PC  alumnus  is  that  he 
has  done  it  on  his  own." 


When  he  assumed  permanent  leadership,  Brown 
already  was  prepared  with  organizational  charts 
and  recommendations  for  management  changes. 
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Allen  King's  classroom  skill 
brings  1978  teaching  award 

S.  Allen  King,  Jr..  draws  the  spotlight  this 
year  as  1978  recipient  of  the  Alumni 
Distinguished  Teaching  Award. 

Cited  for  his  work  as  associate  pro- 
fessor of  English,  he  received  the  award 
before  the  fully  assembled  student  body 
at  Honors  Day  last  May.  Presented  to  him 
were  a  $200  check  from  the  PC  Alumni 
Association  and  a  special  certificate 
"in  grateful  recognition  of  and  apprecia- 
tion for  his  skill  as  a  classroom  teacher, 
reflecting  both  his  scholarship  and  his 
concern  for  the  individual  student." 

This  marked  the  tenth  year  the  Alumni 
Association  has  sought  to  single  out  and 
honor  a  professor  for  teaching  effective- 
ness. The  selection  process  includes  student 
nominations. 

Allen  King  first  joined  the  PC  faculty  in 
1959  after  teaching  for  a  number  of  years 
at  Darlington  School  in  Rome,  Ga.  His 
classroom  talent  has  been  cited  earlier 
by  the  PC  board  of  visitors  with  its  out- 
standing service  award  and  by  the  students 
in  dedicating  the  1971  yearbook  to  him. 
King  earned  both  his  undergraduate  and 
master's  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Georgia. 

Students  help  flood  victims 
and  World  Hunger  Drive 

Besides  their  work  in  the  local  community 
through  the  Volunteer  Student  Services 
organization,  PC  students  reached  out 
helping  hands  to  more  distant  points  this 
past  spring. 

One  group  of  young  men  and  women  gave 
up  their  spring  vacation  to  go  to  West 
Virginia  to  help  poor  flood  victims  in  a 
coal-mining  area. 

For  example,  at  widow  Mae  Marcum's 
four-room  house  where  water  had  reached 
the  ceiling  they  replaced  her  rotted- 
out  kitchen  floor  and  made  other  repairs. 
They  painted,  shoveled,  hammered  and 
interviewed  in  homes  up  and  down  the 
valley. 

Interested  students  also  raised  money  for 
the  World  Hunger  Drive  through  personal 
contributions,  a  benefit  performance,  and

having  the  cost  directed  to  this  cause.  The 
total  amount  came  to  Sl,017. 

It  was  reported  the  World  Hunger 
Drive  for  the  semester  would  provide 
two  deep  village  wells  and  one  irrigation 
pump  for  underfed  families  in  Bangladesh, 
and  a  steel  plow  and  sack  of  grain  for  21 
pioneer  farming  families  in  the  Trans- 
Amazon  area  of  Brazil. 

Seminar  grant  for  Moorefield 

A  S2.500  grant  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities  under- 
writes Dr.  David  R.  Moorefield's  two- 
month  seminar  study  this  summer  at  the 
University  of  Virginia. 

The  professor  of  philosophy  and 
sociology  is  exploring  the  topic  "Theological 
Uses  of  History"  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Julian  N.  Hartt  of  Virginia's  department 
of  religion.  It  is  part  of  the  NEH  program  to 
provide  selected  teachers  with  opportunities 
to  work  with  distinguished  scholars  in  their 
fields  at  institutions  with  libraries  suitable 
for  advanced  study.

Gouge  publishes  article 

An  article  announcing  the  preparation 
of  six  new  copper  compounds,  written 
on  the  basis  of  their  research  by  Dr. 
E.  M.  Gouge  of  PC  and  Dr.  J.  F.  Geldard  of 
Clemson  University,  appeared  in  the 
February  issue  of  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

Dr.  Gouge,  assistant  professor  of 
chemistry,  said  the  compounds  are  of 
theoretical  importance  for  two  reasons: 
they  provide  support  for  theories  of 
chemical  bonding,  and  they  all  possess  a 
three-dimensional  geometry  similar  to  a 
pyramid.  This  four-year  study  not  only 
supplements  knowledge  already  recorded 
for  compounds  with  the  same  general 
geometry:  it  also  offers  new  preparative 
routes  to  related  compounds. 


A  trio  of  math  presentations 

The  figures  spoke  well  for  PC. 

Three  representatives — two  professors 
and  a  student  presented  papers  at  last 
spring's  57th  annual  meeting  of  the  South- 
eastern Section  of  the  Mathematical 
Association  of  America. 

Dr.  Eugene  W.  Womble,  chairman  of  the 


department  of  mathematics  and  physics, 
addressed  the  subject  "Computer  Simula- 
tion of  a  Supermarket." 

Dr.  John  Nichols,  assistant  professor  of 
mathematics,  spoke  on  "The  Implemen- 
tation of  a  Calculator-Oriented  Freshman 
Mathematics  Course." 

And  PC  junior  Morris  M.  Galloway,  Jr., 
of  Decatur,  Ga.,  delivered  his  paper  on 
"Metrics  on  Continuous  Function  Spaces." 

Except  for  host  Clemson  University, 
Presbyterian  College  had  more  participants 
listed  on  the  official  program  of  the  two- 
day  meeting  than  any  other  institution. 
Emory  Univeristy  and  Davidson  College, 
with  two  each,  came  immediately  after  PC. 


P.C.'s  Ginger  Crocker  wins 
S.  C.  state  House  seat 

A  new  political  emphasis  temporarily 
permeated  the  campus  last  spring  as  two  PC 
people  vied  for  the  Democratic  nomination 
in  quest  of  a  seat  in  the  state  House  of 
Representatives. 

Admissions  counselor  Ginger  Crocker 
emerged  as  the  victor  over  Bob  Anderson, 
assistant  professor  of  political  science,  in 
the  primary  of  a  special  election  to  fill 
the  vacant  Laurens  County  seat.  She 
subsequently  defeated  the  Republican 
nominee  in  the  special  election's  general 
election  to  replace  resigned  Joe  Holland 
of  Clinton. 

Ginger  made  it  to  the  state  capital  in  time 
to  serve  for  several  weeks  before  General 
Assembly  adjournment. 

Now,  since  1978  is  the  time  for  the  regular

two-year  elections,  she  faces  the  voters 
again  for  reelection  to  another  term.

Distinguished  professorships  accorded 
feculty  veterans  Arnold,  Hay,  Ramsey 


In  recognition  of  their  superlative  work, 
three  faculty  members  begin  the  new 
academic  year  holding  distinguished 
professorships. 

The  selections  of  professors  Carl  J. 
Arnold,  Lewis  S.  Hay  and  George  W. 
Ramsey  came  by  formal  action  of  the 
board  of  trustees  at  its  spring  meeting. 
Their  tenure  at  Presbyterian  College 
ranges  from  nine  to  22  years. 

Dr.  Arnold,  chairman  of  the  economics 
and  business  administration  department, 
becomes  the  fifth  PC  teacher  to  hold  a 
Charles  A.  Dana  designation— this  one 
as  the  Dana  Professor  of  Economics  and 
Business  Administration.  These  professor- 
ships were  endowed  by  a  gift  from  the 
national  Dana  Foundation,  established  by 
the  noted  industrialist-philanthropist.  Dr. 
Arnold  has  been  at  Presbyterian  since  1969. 

Dr.  Hay,  chairman  of  the  department  of 
religion  and  philosophy,  is  the  first  to  be 
designated  for  the  Emma  Bailey  Cornelson 

Holt  to  act  as  biology  head 

Jane  P.  Holt,  a  good  classroom  teacher 
with  research  interests  in  birds,  assumes 
the  biology  leadership  as  acting  department 
chairman  for  the  next  three  years. 

She  was  named  to  this  position  last  spring 
by  the  board  of  trustees  to  succeed  then 
chairman  Dr.  James  D.  Stidham.  He  is  on 
leave  for  post-doctoral  study  at  Emory 
University. 

Miss  Holt,  who  holds  the  rank  of 
associate  professor,  has  been  with  PC  since 
1967.  While  primarily  devoted  to  teaching, 
she  has  published  numerous  articles  on  her 
bird  research  and  more  recently  has  received 
grants  to  study  South  Carolina's  endangered 
red-cockaded  woodpecker.  She  is  on  the 
board  of  trustees  of  Montreat-Anderson 
College.

most  recent  issue  of  the  Duke  Divinity 
School  Review,  quarterly  publication  of  the 
Duke  University  divinity  school. 

Dr.  Pressau,  professor  of  religion  at  PC 
since  1965.  saw  his  book  roll  off  the  John 
Knox  Press  and  enter  the  market  last 
August.  Since  that  time,  it  has  sold  more 
than  2,000  copies— considered  a  good  start 
for  this  type  of  publication.  The  Knox  Press 
this  spring  selected  the  Pressau  book  as  one 
of  its  nominees  to  enter  the  popular  book 
category  of  the  awards  competition.  The 
winner,  however,  was  Harper  &  Row's 
A  Severe  Mercy  by  Sheldon  Vanauken. 

In  his  article  for  the  worship  issue  of  the 
Duke  Divinity  School  Review,  Jack 
Pressau  wrote  on  the  subject  "Songs  of 
Salvation:  Yesteryear's  Music  for  Yester- 
day's Faith."  Adapting  the  article  from 
part  of  his  book,  he  tries  to  show  that  "as 
we  develop  morally  we  move  from  feeling,  to 
thinking,  to  doing;  from  personal 
subjectivity,  to  group  subjectivity,  to 
objectivity.  This  development  can  be  seen  in 
the  gamut  of  songs  of  salvation."

Taylor  Martin  retires  slide  rule  after  25  years 


Retirement  came  this  May  for  S.  Taylor 
Martin,  associate  professor  of  mathematics, 
ending  25  years  of  service  on  the  PC 
faculty. 

President  Weersing  devoted  part  of  the 
Commencement  program  to  recognizing 
Martin  and  presenting  him  with  a  special 
certificate.  This  certificate,  as  authorized 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  designates 
Martin  associate  professor  emeritus  and 
cites  his  service  "with  distinction  on  the 
faculty  here  from  1953  to  1978.  A 
demanding  yet  sympathetic  teacher,  he  con- 
veyed to  his  students  his  own  sense  of 
excellence  and  sought  to  develop  within 
the  individual  the  disciplined  reasoning  of 
the  mathematician." 

The  holder  of  degrees  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  the  University  of 
South  Carolina,  Taylor  Martin  virtually 
grew  up  on  the  PC  campus  where  his 
father,  the  late  .Abram  Venable  Martin, 
taught  mathematics  for  almost  40  years. 

Perhaps  the  best  tribute  to  Taylor 
Martin  came  in  the  words  of  the  students 


in  dedicating  the  I960  PaC  SaC  to  him:  "A 
man  of  quiet  humor,  genuine  kindness,  and 
apparently  infinite  patience,  whose  soft- 
spoken,  easygoing  manner  somew  hat  belies 
an  extremely  quick  and  wide-ranging  mind. 
Your  presence  on  campus,  as  friend  and 
professor,  is  invaluable.  .  ." 


PaC  SaC  dedication  praises 
Yvonne  King  as  caring  teacher 

Because  she  is  a  caring  teacher  with  high 
standards.  Professor  Yvonne  T.  King  was 
the  popular  choice  to  have  the  1978  PaC 
SaC  dedicated  in  her  honor. 

The  student  yearbook,  edited  by  Greg 
McMillan  of  Jacksonville.  N.  C,  carries  a 
two-page  layout  of  photographs  and  copy  in 
appreciation  of  Dr.  King.  The  citation  reads 
in  part: 

" Ihose  of  us  who  are  fortunate  enough 
to  be  in  her  classes  know  the  careful  prep- 
aration she  puts  into  each  lesson.

Sturkey's  retirement  leaves 
void  in  maintenance  staff 

Many  administrators  and  teachers  have 
moved  across  the  PC  scene  without  leaving 
the  imprint  of  .lames  Sturkey  of  the 
maintenance  department. 

He  retired  from  full-time  PC  service  in 
May.  From  now  on.  starting  next  January, 
he  will  work  only  limited  time  part  of  each 
year  to  stay  within  Social  Security 
regulations. 

Sturkey  first  joined  the  PC  staff  in  1946. 
The  official  job  title  was  electrician  and 
plumber,  but  his  work  also  included,  in  his 
words:  "painting,  plastering,  brick- 
laying, ditch-digging,  sewer-cleaning,  floor- 
mopping,  roof-repairing,  lock-smithing 
and  dog-catching."  He  came  out  any  time 
of  the  day  or  night,  rain  or  shine,  to 
handle  various  campus  emergencies.  Ihe 
toughest  assignment  was  reviving  the  old 
coal  stoker-furnace  that  heated  l.eRoy 
Springs  (jymnasium.  1  hat  took  18  con- 
secutive hours  through  a  cold  January  day 
until  after  midnight. 

Hundreds  of  former  students  recall 
with  affection  Sturkey's  versatile  and  good- 
natured  efforts  to  make  campus  life  more 
convenient  for  them.  And  he  holds  a  special 
place  in  the  memories  of  couples  who  lived 
in  the  flimsy  quarters  of  Vet\ille  in  the  1946- 
65  era.  The  College  gave  him  a  distinguished 
service  award  in  1968. 

Looking  back  over  Ihe  years.  Sturkey 
said: 

"I  think  working  here  with  all  the  students 
and  teachers  and  staff  members  has  been  the 
most  enjoyable  part  of  my  life.  Fven  now, 
I  get  letters  from  all  over  the  country  from 
some  of  those  students  who  still  remember. 
1  try  to  answer  all  of  them."

It's  defense  this  year 


Last  year's  solid  7-3-1  toolball  record  is  a 
tough  act  to  follow  especially  with  the 
graduation  wipe-out  of  most  of  the  starting 
offensive  unit. 

Nevertheless,  Cally  Gault  launches  his 
pre-season  practice  cautiously  optimistic. 
And.  certainly,  his  15-year  PC  record 
of  SI -7 1 -5  seems  to  bear  out  his  positise 
thinking  season  after  season. 

Defense  is  the  number  one  thing  going 
for  the  Blue  Hose  right  now.  Si.x  of  1977's 
starting  front  seven  return  with  experience 
and  proud  of  the  reputation  for  having 
stifled  some  mighty  good  opponents  last 
fall.  It  isn't  just  happenstance  that  all 
three  cocaptains  come  from  the  defensive 
unit  — linebackers  Bill  Berry  of  Blackville 
and  Rick  Porter  of  Columbia  and  defensive 
back  Chuck  Jordan  of  Conway. 

Jim  McCoun  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  all-con- 
ference as  a  sophomore  last  year  -and  one 
of  PC's  finest  defensive  ends  ever,  is  paired 
with  tough  David  Shaddrix  of  Charleston 
on  the  other  flank.  The  tackles  are  handled 
aggressively  by  two  three-year  letter- 
men:  Paul  Moye  of  West  Columbia  (son  of 
Ben  '42)  and  Bill  Sizemore  of  Augusta, 
with  Mark  Kay  of  Anderson  a  capable 
substitute  on  either  side. 

Swarming  linebackers  return  to  action 

Berry  and  Porter,  the  swarming  line- 
backers and  brightest  surprise  of  last 
year,  round  out  the  starting  returnees  of 
the  front  seven.  This  leaves  the  gap  at  middle 
guard  to  be  filled  by  sophomore  Joe  Grant 
of  Charleston  or  senior  letterman  Leonard 
Howard  of  Doraville,  Ga. 

Three  members  of  the  1977  defensive 
secondary,  which  set  a  team  record  of  27 
interceptions,  are  gone — leaving  only 
Jordan  around  which  to  build.  Rhea  Paris 
of  Rock  Hill,  veteran  with  two  letters 
earned,  will  take  over  one  starting  berth. 
Battling  for  the  other  two  slots  are  senior 
Alan  Gaston  of  Carrollton,  Ga.,  and 
sophomores  Heyward  Hinton  of  Columbia. 
Robert  Jones  of  Burton  and  Erskine  Reed 
of  Orangeburg.

"Our  front  seven,  as  usual,  are  not  big 
and  rely  on  quickness  and  desire,"  Gault 
said.  "I  hey  will  probably  be  outweighed 
by  15  pounds  per  man.  This  means  we 
seldom  can  control  individual  opponents  by 
size.  We  have  to  use  speed  and  movement  to 
finesse  the  other  fellow." 

He  added: 

"We  present  many  variations  of  the  5-2 
defense.  We  try  to  use  the  gap-control 
techniques  developed  by  coaches  Bob 
Strock  and  Elliott  Poss,  with  a  lot  of 
movement  on  the  snap  of  the  ball  in  an 
effort  to  move  into  the  gaps  left  by  the 
opposing  offensive  line." 

The  PC  offense  has  only  four  returning 
starters — and  just  one  of  these  is  in  the 
backfield.  Two  are  sophomores  who  broke 
into  the  lineup  their  first  year.  So  the 
rebuilding  job  is  on  for  offensive  line  coach 
John  Perry  and  backfield  coach  Wayne 
Renwick. 

If  this  unit  seems  campus-green,  please 
note  the  outstanding  exceptions  in  a  pair  of 
two-letter  juniors.  Coach  Gault  labels 
tackle  Roy  Walker  of  Clinton  "probably  the 
best  offensive  lineman  I've  ever  coached." 
He  praises  his  quickness,  good  height  and 
strength  at  a  lithe  6-3  and  220  pounds. 

The  other  fine  performer  with  potential 
yet  untapped  is  Clayto  Burke  of  Macon, 
Ga.  A  pass-receiving  fianker  last  year, 
the  195-pound  Burke  has  been  moved  to 
running  back  to  take  advantage  of  his 
elusiveness  as  a  break-away  threat. 

Offensive  line  lacks  experience 

The  sophomore  returnees  are  tough- 
blocking  Danny  Thornton  of  Washington, 
Ga.,  at  tight  end  and  Jesse  Cason  of 
Orlando,  Fla.,  at  split  end.  The  latter 
stands  just  under  5-9  tall  and  weighs  a  mere 
155  pounds,  but  he  combines  good  move- 
ments with  excellent  hands  and  throws  a 
mean  block  as  well. 

The  entire  interior  line  on  offense 
draws  big  concern  because  of  a  depressing 
lack  of  experience.  As  the  work  gets  under- 
way. Johnny  Odum  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  has  the 
inside  track  at  center,  while  the  two  guard 
positions  are  up  for  grabs  among  Bruce 
OIlis  of  Laurinburg.  N.  C,  John  D'Andrea 
of  Fairburn,  Ga.,  Johnny  Bowen  of  Chester, 
Ga.,  and  Barry  Taylor  of  Durham,  N.  C. 

Of  special  interest  l  the  tackle  opposite 
Roy  Walker  is  a  newcomer  in  the  person  of 
Gene  Harper  of  Eatonton,  Ga.,  who  trans- 
ferred here  from  Georgia  Tech  last  January. 
At  6-4,  270  pounds,  he  may  be  the  biggest 
player  yet  to  put  on  a  PC  uniform.  He 
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Roy  Walker  Jim  McCoun 

Brightest  prospects  for  post-season  honors 

showed  ability  in  spring  practice  but 
needs  game  experience. 

Of  his  linemen,  Gault  said: 

"We  have  been  trying  to  recruit  bigger 
players  while  not  losing  agility.  We  need 
more  capability  to  move  the  ball  in  short- 
yardage  situations — and  on  defense  to  stop 
teams  that  run  straight  at  us." 

Replacing  two  excellent  departed 
quarterbacks  holds  top  priority  right 
now.  The  field  of  non-lettermen  candidates 
is  headed  by  Jimmy  Spence  of  Lexington, 
a  sophomore  who  has  never  been  in  a  varsity 
game  at  PC,  and  Ward  Gatlin  of  Conway,  a 
junior  with  only  a  few  minutes  of  playing 
time  under  his  belt. 

Two-way  battle  for  quarterback  slot 

"It  will  be  a  real  battle  as  to  who  starts," 
Gault  said.  "Spence  had  the  edge  after 
spring  practice.  Although  he  can  pass, 
he  is  stronger  as  a  runner,  has  quick  feet 
and  a  good  knowledge  of  the  game.  Gatlin 
is  not  as  shifty  but  a  better  passer." 

Whoever  gets  the  nod,  Cally  Gault  intends 
to  throw  the  football  more  this  year  than 
last.  He  also  expects  to  execute  greater 
variations  of  offense — more  use  of  the  "1" 
formation  rather  than  the  split-back  veer 
of  the  previous  season.  He  explained: 

"We  went  to  the  veer  more  last  year, 
because  our  backs  weren't  hitting  the 
holes    and     people    were    defensing    us. 

But  Clayto  Burke  runs  better  from  the  T.  It 
gives  him  more  opportunity  to  utilize  his 
elusive  running  style." 

In  the  other  backfield  positions,  it 
appears  that  Jay  Byars.  hard-working 
two-year  letterman  from  Cayce,  will  start  at 
flanker;  and  junior  college  transfer  Ben 
Hood  of  Greensboro,  Ga.,  at  fullback. 

Among  the  specialist,  if  punting  poses  a 
question  mark,  the  place-kicking  re- 
sponsibility rests  safely  on  the  toe  of  Larry 
Bridges  of  Greenville,  who  hit  five  of  six 
field  goal  attempts  last  year  and  missed 
only  two  extra  point  tries. 

Right  now,  the  hot  practice  sessions 
rage  full  steam  on  the  Ponderosa  field. 
And  the  pressure  begins  to  build  in 
anticipation  of  the  early  September  2 
opener  against  Mars  Hill. 
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Harry  Dent 

gives  his  inside 

account  of  national 

politics  at  work

Ten  years  ago  this  summer,  Harry  Dent  '5  1  was  exe- 
cuting his  "Southern  strategy"  that  helped  Richard 
Nixon  into  the  White  House.  It  worked  even  better 
in  the  landslide  victory  of  1972.  And  now  Dent  has 
produced  a  book.  The  Prodigal  South  Returns  to  Power, 
as  an  inside  account  of  the  South's  re-emergence  as  a 
national  political  force. 

"Written  in  a  candid  and  engaging  style,  this  is  a 
fascinating  backstage  glimpse  of  politicians  at  work,"  said 
Publisher's  Weekly  in  its  review. 

Certainly,  Harry  Dent  pulls  few  punches  as  he  recalls 
in  eyewitness  detail  the  events  and  issues  during  his  days 
at  the  center  of  power  as  Nixon's  Special  Counsel.  He  tells 
how  he  helped  formulate  the  "Southern  strategy"  that  twice 
captured  the  South  for  the  Republican  Party.  He  suggests 
why  the  Democrats  needed  a  Southern  candidate  to  regain 
the  White  House  in  1976.  And  he  explains  how  the  GOP 
must  change — in  the  South  and  in  the  nation — if  it  is  to 
survive  and  preserve  the  values  of  the  two  party  system. 

Dent,  who  earned  his  BA  degree  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege in  1951,  is  the  first  to  acknowledge  he  is  strongly 
partisan  in  his  political  activities.  But  even  a  critic  who 
disagreed  with  many  viewpoints  of  the  Ixxik  said  it  had  to 
be  published,  because  it  "covers  some  history  of  the  period 
that  has  not  been  told  before." 

On    Snuthern    l^ivinp's    l>est->*eller    list 

Now  in  its  second  printing,  the  book  has  received 
good  reviews  and  is  currently  on  the  Southern  Livrng 
magazine's  best-seller  list.  Publisher  John  Wiley  &  Son 
brought  it  out  for  the  general  market  last  March  with  a 
$12.95  price  tag  and  plans  to  put  the  book  into  the  college 
market  soon  as  a  "natural"  for  students  of  political  science. 

For,  Harry  Dent's  b(x)k  is  a  revealing  behind-the-scenes 
account  of  the  "nuts  and  bolts"  operations  of  politics.  He 
explains  the  intricate  maneuvering  that  went  on  in  the 
1968  GOP  convention  in  Miami  as  he  and  US  Senator 
Strom  Thurmond  guided  Nixon's  nomination  past  con- 
tenders Nelson  Rockefeller  and  Ronald  Reagan.    He  takes 


several  issues — like  school  integration,  textile  protection. 
Supreme  Court  appointments  and  Vietnam  —  and  shows 
how  the  campaign  promises  were  extracted  from  the 
candidate,  exploited  in  the  convention  and  general  election, 
implemented  in  the  White  House  and  then  used  eflectively 
in  the  campaign  which  led  to  an  overwhelming  reelection 
victory.  His  chapter  on  the  well-executed  work  of  the 
Committee  to  Reelect  the  President  (prior  to  its  Watergate 
abuse)  is  entitled  "CREEP — from  Perfection  to  Disaster." 
The  book  moves  swiftly  in  vivid  recall  of  day-to-day 
White  House  events.  It  comes  alive  with  numerous  anec- 
dotes that  give  insights  into  the  personalities  of  President 
Nixon,  Bob  Haldeman,  John  Ehrlichman,  John  Mitchell, 
Charles  Colson  and  other  now  famous  and  infamous  statT 
members  with  whom  Dent  worked  daily.  And  the  book 
tells  of  Dent's  growing  difTercnces  with  the  arrogant  Halde- 
man and  Ehrlichman,  whom  he  terms  "the  Germans." 


One  of  the  few  top  stafTers  not  caught  up  in  the  web 
of  Watergate,  Dent  reports  that  he  knew  nothing 
of  this  operation.  His  reelection  efforts  ttxik  him 
away  from  Washington  in  liaison  work  with  GOP  groups, 
in  speech-making  and  direction  of  the  southern  campaign. 

Especially  interesting  is  Dent's  description  of  his  last 
meeting  with  Nixon  as  a  staff  member.  In  December, 
1972,  Dent  was  flown  by  helicopter  to  Camp  David,  where 
the  president  tried  to  persuade  him  to  remain  as  a  Special 
Counselor  during  the  next  term. 

After  reallirming  his  intention  to  return  home  to  South 
Carolina,  Dent  writes  thai  "I  got  very  candid  with  the 
president.  I  explained  how  impressed  I  had  been  with 
the  first  term  and  with  Nixon  as  my  boss  and  leader.  We 
had  made  history  in  national  politics  by  winning  all  of  the 
South  for  the  first  time  by  a  GOP  candidate,  and  we  had 
done  it  easily  with  an  average  vote  of  70  percent.  I  told 
him  that  he  had  performed  magnificently  in  splitting  the 
Communist  giants  at  a  time  when  this  was  vital  to  the 
freedom  and  future  of  the  world  .  .  .  What  was  worrying 
mc  now,  I  said,  was  what  could  happen  to  this  great  leader

and  talking  1976  convention  strategy  with  President  Ford 


of  mine.  Watergate  could  be  his  downfall.  Something  had 
to  be  done.  The  infection  of  Watergate  could  not  come 
to  the  president's  door  .  .  . 

"I  told  him  I  had  no  idea  what  part,  if  any,  he  had  in 
or  even  knew  of  Watergate,  but  I  did  know  that  the  press 
and  the  prosecution  believed  the  infection  would  lead  right 
back  to  some  of  the  president's  men  ...  I  did  not  want 
to  see  him  hurt,  much  less  ruined.  Nor  did  I  want  to  see 
his  programs  and  policies  drowned  with  Watergate.  And 
1  could  feel  that  was  coming.  He  had  to  act  and  act  now! 
As  the  first  step,  I  suggested  he  remove  anyone  under 
any  suspicion  immediately  .  .  . 

"With  that  I  departed,  sad  and  also  glad.  I  was  sad 
thinking  about  our  conversation  on  Watergate.  And  I  was 
glad  I  had  had  the  nerve  to  pour  out  my  concern.  I  knew 
I  had  upset  him,  but  maybe  it  would  cause  him  to  do  what 
he  needed  to  do  to  face  up  to  Watergate." 

In  only  this  one  chapter  does  he  discuss  the  scandals 
that  brought  Richard  Nixon's  fall.  Primarily,  it  is  a  book 
about  the  South's  becoming  the  new  power  base  in  presi- 
dential politics. 

He   helped   to    swing   the   nomination   to   Ford 

Harry  Dent  contends  that  the  South,  under  the  Nixon 
administration,  integrated  its  schools  peacefully  and 
thereby  created  a  new  image  in  the  rest  of  the  country 
which  enabled  the  Democrats  to  run  and  elect  Georgian 
Jimmy  Carter.  Now,  Dent  fears,  the  South  is  headed  for 
one-party  rule  again — and  with  it  one-party  rule  for  our 
national  government. 

He  feels  it  is  up  to  the  South  to  rescue  the  two-party 
system  in  the  name  of  the  Republican  Party.  This  would 
seem  to  be  an  impossible  task,  with  a  Southern  Democrat 
now  occupying  the  White  House,  but  Dent  believes  the 
GOP  can  rise  again  with  new  leaders,  a  compassionate 
and  people-oriented  program,  and  a  more  flexible  base 
that  includes  blacks  and  blue-collar  workers. 

He  speaks  from  a  background  that  caused  former 
President  Gerald  Ford  to  write  in  his  foreword  to  The 


Prodigal  South  Returns  to  Power:  "Harry  Dent  under- 
stands politics  as  well  as  anyone  1  know,  and  he  is  one  of 
the  finest  practitioners  of  the  political  arts  in  the  country 
today." 

Before  he  joined  the  White  House  staff,  Dent  served 
as  chief  legislative  aid  to  Senator  Thurmond  and  as  chair- 
man of  the  South  Carolina  GOP.  After  leaving  Nixon  in 
1972,  he  was  the  legal  counsel  for  the  Republican  Party. 
Then  in  1976,  as  a  convention  delegate,  he  was  instru- 
mental in  the  final  strategies  that  swung  the  hard-fought 
nomination  to  Ford. 


Right  now,  Harry  Dent  devotes  most  of  his  efforts 
to  his  Columbia,  S.  C,  law  practice.  He  plans  to 
remain  there,  while  making  only  voluntary  part- 
time  excursions  into  politics  such  as  presently  being  chair- 
man of  the  strategy  subcommittee  of  the  Republican 
National  Campaign  Advisory  Committee. 

Wherever  he  is,  Dent's  mind  continues  to  tick  on  the 
political  possibilities.  His  thoughts  come  forth  in  an 
articulate  flow  of  speculations: 

"I'm  convinced  the  Republican  Party  will  make  a 
stronger  comeback  than  predicted  in  the  Congressional 
races  this  year  .  .  .  but  we  must  get  out  of  far  right  field 
nationally  and  move  to  a  little  right  of  center,  to  be  more 
practical  and  get  away  from  party  ideology — get  away 
from  divisive  Ford-Reagan  conflicts  ...  If  the  Democrats 
dump  Carter  in  1980,  it  will  split  that  party  wide-open 
and  give  the  Republicans  a  chance.  I  hope  we  can  come 
up  with  a  fresh  new  face  with  some  Washington  experience 
in  the  nature  of  an  Eisenhower  .  .  .  perhaps  someone  like 
former  astronaut  Frank  Borman,  now  head  of  Eastern 
Air  Lines  .  .  ." 

It's  hard  to  visualize  Harry  Dent  staying  on  the  side- 
lines when  the  real  action  begins.

Unique  rehab  center  named  for  Dill  Beckman 

A  rehabilitation  center  unique  to  5>outh  Carolina  stands  now  as 
a  tribute  to  alumnus  Dill  D.  Beckman  '30  of  Columbia. 

Named  in  his  honor,  the  Dill  D.  Beckman  Comprehensive 
Center  for  rehabilitating  the  severely  disabled  was  dedicated  last 
April  by  the  State  Department  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation.  Dr. 
Beckman  carried  the  department  lo  national  recognition  during 
the  years  he  headed  it,  from  1961  until  his  retirement  in  1976. 
Repeatedly  during  this  time,  the  South  Carolina  rehab  program 
ranked  first  in  country  in  the  ratio  of  handicapped  citizens  re- 
habilitated and  placed  in  jobs  each  year. 

The  new  facility  accommodates  35  clients  at  a  time  and  is 
equipped  and  staffed  to  provide  gait  and  mobility  training,  speech 
and  hearing  services,  vocational  and  psychological  evaluation  and 
support  services  consisting  of  leisure  therapy,  dining  and  residential 
care.  These  services  of  physical  and  occupational  therapy,  hydro- 
therapy and  daily  living  activities  were  not  previously  available 
anywhere  in  the  state.

Harvard  study  aids  Joyner's  slavery  manuscript 


Post-doctoral  study  on  fellowship  at  Harvard 
University  this  summer  aids  Dr.  Charles  W. 
Joyner  '56  in  revision  of  his  book-length  manu- 
script on  slavery  in  the  South  Carolina  low- 
country. 

The  eight-week  fellowship,  funded  by  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  will 
enable  Joyner  to  study  with  distinguished  slavery 
scholar  Orlando  Patterson  and  to  concentrate  on 
computer  analysis  of  demographic  and  cultural 
data  from  the  lowcountry  rice  plantations.  He 
will  conduct  research  in  the  Harvard  libraries. 

In  his  manuscript  work.  Charles  Joyner  is 
analyzing  the  South  Carolina  slaves'  language, 
work  patterns,  folk  tales,  proverbs  and  music  as 


well  as  their  patterns  of  expressive  behavior  and 
material  culture.  He  already  is  the  author  of  a 
book.  Folk  Songs  in  South  Carolina,  and  numer- 
ous articles  and  reviews  in  history  and  folklore.

Scott's  book  shows  American  concepts  of  property 


"A  very  significant  contribution  to  American 
historiography"  is  the  way  Paul  K.  Conkin 
assessed  the  244-page  volume  by  William  B. 
Scott  '67  entitled  In  Pursuit  of  Happiness:  .Ameri- 
can Conceptions  of  Property  from  the  Seventeenth 
to  the  Twentieth  Century. 

It  came  off  the  Indiana  University  Press  last 
December,  the  culmination  of  six  years  of  work 
by  this  PC  alumnus  who  serves  as  assistant 
professor  of  history  at  Kenyon  College.  Dr.  Scott, 
whose  wife  is  the  former  Donna  Hurt  '70,  de- 
scribed his  purpose  in  the  book's  preface: 

"Despite  the  diversity,  the  most  pervasive  and 
persistent  conception  of  property  has  been  that 
of  opportunity  or,  as  Jeff'erson  so  suggestively 
put  it,  the  right  to  'pursue  happiness.'  Since  the 
seventeenth  century,  Americans  have  viewed  ac- 
cess to  and  control  over  productive  resources  as  a 
primary    right  of  citizenship.    Eighteenth-century 


Americans  so  valued  this  idea  of  property  that 
American  revolutionaries  described  the  right  of 
property  as  inalienable  and  its  security  one  of 
government's  chief  ends.  Today,  even  though 
the  opportunity  to  own  and  control  productive 
property  is  no  longer  feasible  for  most  persons, 
Americans  generally  continue  to  honor,  at  least 
sentimentally,  the  eighteenth  -  century  concept. 
Americans  still  believe  that  individual  property 
rights  are  essential  to  personal  liberty  and  their 
right  to  'pursue  happiness.'  This  book  is  an  effort 
to  answer  why  this  is  so." 

Scholar-critic  Conkin  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  thinks  Scott  succeeded  admirably.  He 
added:  "The  subject  is  a  vital  one.  and  it  is  now 
being  debated  with  increasing  frequency  .  .  . 
[Scott]  has  broken  new  ground,  latched  onto  an 
important  but  heretofore  virtually  unexplored 
topic."

PC  goes  to  Switzerland 


"My  family  greatly  enjoyed  the  alumni 
Swiss  tour  and  felt  it  was  a  lot  of  trip  for 
the  money.  We  look  forward  to 
next  summer." 

These  words  by  Dr.  Kemper  Lake  '43  of 
Whitmire  typified  the  sentiment  of  the  40 
persons  who  visited  Switzerland  on  June 
4-12  under  the  banner  of  PC's  first  alumni 
tour  program. 

Groups  from  Furman,  Newberry  and  the 
University  of  South  Carolina  joined  the 
charter  flight  which  carried  180  passengers 
aboard  the  DC-8  out  of  Columbia  Airport. 

Thirty-six  of  the  PC  group  elected  the 
guided  bus  tour.  Its  schedule  included  two 
nights  each  in  Geneva  and  Lucerne  and  one 
night  each  in  Locarno,  Innsbruck  and 
Zurich.  Two  couples  decided  on  the  more 
independent  car-option,  setting  their  own 
schedule  in  drives  out  of  the  centrally 
located  village  of  Zweisimmen. 

All  returned  with  memories  of  the  breath- 
taking beauty  of  Switzerland,  its  landscape, 
quaint  villages  and  historic  structures  .  .  . 
of  cheese  fondue  and  chocolate  ...  of 
friendly,  industrious  people  fiercely 
independent ...  of  a  sense  of  time  and  place, 
deep  roots  and  heritage,  that  Europe 
conveys. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cally  Gault  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Donny  Wilder  of  Clinton  chose  the 
driving  option.  Besides  the  thrill  of  having 
Cally  navigate  the  hairpin  curves,  they  got 
a  special  insight  into  the  Swiss  people 
in  their  daily  routines  in  Zweisimmen.  The 
two  couples  awakened  each  morning  to  cow 
bells  of  the  animals  being  taken  to  mountain 
pastures.  They  traveled  at  their  leisure  to 
various  towns  and  castles,  toured  candy 


and  cheese  factories,  and  picnicked 
among  the  wild  flowers  on  a  nearby 
mountain-side. 

They  made  a  special  trip  by  autobahn  to 
the  famous  Black  Forest  area  of  Germany. 
They  caught  the  electric-powered  train  for 
a  quick  trip  to  Stresa,  Italy.  Another  train, 
the  world's  highest,  carried  them  up  1 1,000- 
fool  Jungfrau-where  people  were  snow- 
skiing  and  dog-sledding  in  June. 

The  bus  tour  covered  almost  every  area  of 
Switzerland  and  touched  three  other 
countries.  Some  of  the  highlights 
included:  lunch  in  capital  city  Bern  in  an 
old  restaurant,  where  the  Swiss  president 
dropped  by  our  tables  for  an  informal 
greeting  .  .  .  Lucerne,  with  its  lovely  lake 
and  600-year-old  wooden  Kapel  Bridge  and 
the  aerial  cableway  ride  up  the  steep  cliffs  to 
the  top  of  snow-capped  Mount  Pilatus  .  .  . 
the  Mediterranean-like  atmosphere  of 
Locarno  and  the  nearby  Italian  city  of 
Stresa.  both  overlooking  Lake  Maggiore  . . . 
passage  over  historic  Gotthard  Pass,  the 
road  just  cleared  of  snow  that  day  .  .  .  the 
lake-side  charm  of  Zurich,  its  Grossmunster 
church  and  famous  Bahnhofstrasse  .  .  .  the 
robber-baron  castles  along  the  old  trade 
routes  up  the  Austrian  valley  leading  to 
Innsbruck. 

There  were  lively  folk  shows  in 
Lucerne  and  Innsbruck  .  .  .  the  almost 
make-believe  atmosphere  of  the  little 
principality  of  Liechtenstein,  under  rule  of 
the  last  governing  Hapsburg  of  Europe  .  .  . 
terraced  vineyards  around  Montreaux  and 
the  12th  century  Chillon  Castle,  setting 
for  Lord  Byron's  great  narrative  poem. 
The  Prisoner  of  Chillon    .  .  .  cosmopolitan 


Geneva,  the  international  city  built  around 
its  Old  Town's  patrician  homes  and  shops 
and  still  holding  high  the  influence  of 
Calvin  through  its  spectacular  International 
Monument  of  the  Reformation. 

Inevitably,  there  were  a  few  schedule 
delays  and  some  inconvenience.  But  they 
failed  to  dampen  the  enjoyment  of  a 
congenial  crowd  who  took  advantage  of  just 
about  every  minute  available.

Student  Profile 


'Everyone  seems  ready 

to  go  and  accomplish  something/ 


says  SGA  head  Danny  Cook 


Danny  Cook  accentuates  the  positive. 

A  rising  senior  business  administration 
major,  he  was  elected  president  of  the 
Student  Government  Association  last 
spring.  Of  his  campus  constituency. 
Danny  said: 

"I  think  the  student  attitude  at  PC  is 
very  enthusiastic.  Of  course,  you'll  find 
some  complaints  from  time  to  time — 
usually  about  some  regulation — but  they 
really  are  right  minor.  The  overall 
campus  spirit  is  great.  Everyone  seems 


ready  to  go  and  accomplish  something." 
A  firm  believer  in  student  government, 
he  said  "the  SGA  can  be  the  biggest  thing 
there  is.  Once  it  operates  effectively, 
students  will  bring  up  problems  and 
proposals  and  work  through  proper 
channels  to  accomplish  things.  So  far, 
everyone  has  been  very  cooperative." 

Cook  indicated  his  first  job  is  to 
complete  the  program  started  by  last 
year's  president.  Paul  Rush,  to  develop 
a  working  Men's  Council  division  of 
SGA.  Designed  on  the  pattern  of  the 
long-successful  Women's  Council,  it  is 
being  organized  around  representatives  in 
each  men's  dormitory.  The  student- 
elected  representatives,  sening 
voluntarily,  replace  the  paid  dorm 
proctors  and  thereby  place  more 
responsibility  on  the  SGA  and 
individual  students  in  the  process  of 
self-government. 

As  SGA  president.  Cook  is  a  student 
representative — with  voice  and  vote — 
to  the  board  of  trustees.  He  also  is  on 
the  search  committee  seeking  a  new 
PC  president. 

First  campus  visit  as  Junior  Fellow 

A  native  of  Hampton,  S.  C,  Danny 
Cook  first  visited  the  campus  under  the 
PC  Junior  Fellows  program  the  spring 
of  his  junior  year  in  high  school.  This 
program,  initiated  by  the  Alumni 
Association,  goes  to  each  school  in 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia  to  identify 
and  cite  as  PC  Junior  Fellows  the  two 
men  and  two  women  with  the  top 
academic  averages  in  the  junior  class. 
They  are  cultivated,  invited  for  campus 
visits  and  provided  scholarship 
opportunities.  The  success  of  this 
program  is  measured  by  the  fact  that 
approximately  15  percent  of  our  present 
student  body  are  former  Junior  Fellows. 

Danny  said  of  his  first  visit  to  the 
campus  for  the  1974  Junior  Fellows 
Day: 

"It  really  impressed  me.  The  campus  was 
so  beautiful,  and  the  people  were  so 
friendly.  But  I  felt  it  was  too  expensive. 
I  could  not  have  made  it  without  financial 
help." 

This  spring,  four  years  after  that  first 
day  he  spent  here,  Danny  Cook,  was  a  key 


part  of  the  two  1978  Junior  Fellows 
Day  programs.  In  his  presentation  of 
Presbyterian  College  from  a  student's 
point  of  view,  he  told  the  visiting 
groups  of  more  than  300  young  people: 

"When  1  came  here  in  1974  and  sat 
where  you  are  sitting  now,  I  could  not 
have  imagined  that  four  years  later 
I  would  be  addressing  you  like  this 
today  as  president  of  the  PC 
student  body." 

In  his  view  of  PC,  Cook  likes  the 
people,  the  academic  program, 
intramurals  and  the  social  life.  On 
the  other  hand,  he  believes  students  would 
benefit  from  having  a  few  more  courses 
added  to  the  curriculum  and  from  the 
modification  of  some  campus 
regulations— for  example,  permitting  the 
same  degree  of  visitations  in  the  men's 
dormitories  that  the  women  now  have 
(limited  to  specific  weekend  hours  with 
doors  open).  He  also  feels  a  rathskeller  on 
campus  for  serving  beer  would  eliminate 
some  problems. 

'President's  door  really  is  open' 

Besides  the  good  student-faculty 
relationships,  Danny  is  impressed  by  the 
fact  that  "our  president's  door  really 
is  always  open  for  students  to  walk  in  and 
talk.  Some  of  my  friends  at  other 
colleges  don't  even  know  where  the 
president's  office  is." 

His  social  life  centers  around  his  own 
Sigma  Nu  fraternity  and  various  joint 
activities  of  the  six  fraternities  now 
situated  in  the  court  on  back-campus. 
Homecoming  in  the  fall  and  Spring 
Swing  head  the  social  calendar,  and 
students  often  drive  to  nearby  mountains, 
beaches  and  cities  for  other  activities. 

Regarding  the  academics.  Cook  said: 

"I  like  the  reputation  PC  has  and  the 
program  it  offers.  Here,  I  know  I'm 
getting  what  I  need  to  prepare  me 
well.  Believe  me,  PC  is  hard.  Students 
complain  about  it  sometime,  but  most  of 
them  appreciate  the  fact  they  are  getting 
their  money's  worth." 

After  graduation  next  spring,  he  plans 
to  work  for  two  years  before  entering 
graduate  school.  His  long-range 
goal  is  a  career  as  a  certified 
public  accountant. 
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
